Integrity and cou rage are 
the prime factors in any real v ic­ 
tory , and the power of mind can 
often conqu er where the power of 
sheer force will fail. 
Man cannot, of cou rse, d epend 
too

are situ ations where mere ingen­ 
u ity will not bring a man ou t of 
d ifficu lty or secu re for him con­ 
qu est ov er ad v erse foes and cir 
cu mstances, bu t

They are even coming to lie more religiou s. 
This also seems to be the conclu sion reach­ 
ed by a writer in the Au gu st nu mber of the 
Atlantic, who states that there has heen a deep­ 
ening of the religiou s sense, and a larger in­ 
terest in the higher things of life. 
The moral to he drawn from this wou ld seem 
to be that a depression is a good thing for col­ 
lege stu dents. 
And there are those w ho w*ou ld 
hold that to be tru e of men and women gener­ 
al!) w ho are not fou nd in ou r colleges. There­ 
fore why not a continu ou s depression? 
Why 
decry a situ ation that forms high character? 
Du ring the war we heard a great deal abou t 
the seriou sness of ou r soldiers at the front. 
Those best acqu ainted with the facts k now that 
this was not the case. 
It may be that the pleas­ 
u re iife has been mu ch redu ced du ring the y ears 
01 depression. 
In some cases, it may have been 
produ ctive of greater seriou sness. In many other 
cases, it has been produ ctive of despair. 
It is 
easy alway s to generalize from a changed set of 
facts. To some extent these generalizations are 
tru e. Bu t to an equ al extent, the conclu sion 
drawn from them may be mu ch exaggerated. 
Hu man natu re reacts variedly to the same 
facts and the same conditions. If adversity and 
trial aober some, it may with equ al tru th be said 
that prosperity deepens the sense oi responsi­ 
bility * and obligation of man, as may be noted 
in the great benefactions du ring day s of pros­ 
perity . 
Times of prosperity and times of de­ 
pression arrest and promote certain tendencies, 
bu t the net resu lts, as it all affects individu als 
and 
society , leave the world 
little changed 
cither for the better or the worse.

NOT SO HOT 


It was John 
Moreir who said that 
the Irish 
trou bles wou ld be solved only the day after 
the 
day of ju dgment. 
This thou ght recu rs 
as Th* news of the civil strife in Ireland comes 
to u s from over the sea. 
The National Gu ard 
and the Repu blican Gu ard, the first su pport­ 
ing the government of De Valera, the second 
standing by the leaders of the government rep­ 
resented by former President Cosgrave, are 
both 
u nofficial 
military 
organizations; 
and 
both insist u pon stirring u p trou ble between 
the two factions. 
Since the De Valera government has come 
to power, the economic conditions in Ireland 
have been far from happy . 
The cu tting off of 
the trade with England has affected many Irish 
indu stries. 
The Coagrove forces are demand­ 
ing a speedy settlement by the government of 
the differences between England and Ireland, 
while De Valera is disinchaed to y ield a single 
point that will bind Ireland officially to the 
British Empire. 
The same conflict w*hich has changed Italy 
and Germany into Fascist states i« being car-1 
ried on in Ireland. 
In Italy they wear black 
shirts; in Germany they wear brown shirts; in 
Ireland these advocates of Fascism wear blu e 
shirts. The objective seem« to be the same. In 
all these states, democracy baa never been 
firmly rooted. 
It does not express the geniu s 
of the people as it does among Anglo-Saxon 
peoples. Therefore, it may not be expected that 
any thing bu t the strong band can create an 
ordered government and economic society in 
Ireland

Not so many y ears ago some missionaries told 
u s the story of a great Christian general in 
China,

meeting, ou r people were made acqu ainted with 
a modern Cromwell who led his soldiers in 
pray er every morning and before going into 
battle. 
Since those day s, General Feng, “the Chris­ 
tian General,“ has done a nu mber of u n-Chris­ 
tian things. 
He has observed the forms of re­ 
ligion, bu t he has been strangely obliviou s of 
its spirit. 
For a time he was in leagu e with 
the Commu nists of Ru ssia in their attempt to 
su bvert the principles of Su n Yat Sen, the 
George Washington of China. 
From time to 
time he bobbed u p as an associate or an ally of 
other leaders in China w*ho k new little or noth­ 
ing abou t Christian practice. 
And now he has set himself u p as the ru ler 
of China's Mongolian provinces against the 
au thority of the government of Nank ing.

is first, last, anc all the time for himself. 
His 
| partners alway s get the small end. He holds u p 
for sale rebellion and loy alty in alternate y ears, 
and alway s prospers in either role. 
Christian is that Christian does. It does not 
do to tak e a wily Oriental's professions too seri­ 
ou sly . This k not to qu estion his sincerity so 
mu ch a« his qu ality of Christianity . The Chris­ 
tianity which the best missionaries of China 
have exemplified has had little in common with 
the Christianity held by General Feng.
